Trip to Sixth Avenue, New York, 
Reveals Reasons Why Elevated 
Ruins Property Values

NEW YORK, March 22.—In previous articles of this 
series some attention has been devoted to such unfavorable 
features of the “L” as its uncommonly frequent accidents and 
its dwarfing of the value of real estate and structures within 
a radius of several blocks. The other tinpleasant features of 
elevated railroads which are to be dwelt upon in this articles 
are in reality the causes for the shrinkage in property values 


that an “L” occasions. 

A prescribed course for anyone 
undecided as to the ‘advisability 
of installing elevated lines, were 
the object lesson possible, would 
be for that person to take a walk 
down a street bowered with elevat- 
ed structures. Whoever did that, 
providing his sight and hearing 
were unimpaired, would be con- 
vinced that an elevated is a many- 
legged and roaring steel serpent 
and should be shunned by all 
cities for the machination of the 
devil that it is. Bome man 
aptiy said that an elevated rail- 
road is a cross between a boller 
factory and a railway, retaining the 
most unpleasant features of both. 


ALWAYS TWILIGHT 

The stranger being thus Initiat- 
ed wihnle he walks to the nuisances 
bred by an “L”" would inevitably 
be impressed by three things: ite 
noise, darkness and dirt; and per- 
haps the foremost—of these would 
be the darkness. P 

Under an elevated structure, 
even on the brightest day, it is as 
twilight. It ts a cloud before the 
sun that never passes. [f the 
stretch. of crossties between the 
tracks is not boarded over (it 
usually is, to afford easy walking 
for the track inspectors) the sun- 


light will sometimes stream 
through in a jagged, iattice-like 
patchwork. But,-in that case, it 


is not sunlight that tends to sat- 
urate the enveloping gloom; on the 
contrary, it serves to accentuate 
the dour, overcast aspect. And the

UTLER AND MAYOR CLASH 
OVER RAIDING FINE HOTEL 


Public Safety Chief Declares He 
Met Obstruction in Trying to 
Enforce Law on Rich

Now, who is this man O'NelllL (He 
referred to O'Neill, the detective 
who accused Blank.) How iong 
has he been on the force?” I said, 
“About six months.” “Why do you 
want to use a man who has only 
been on six months; these detec- 
tives are lying to you. They are 
not telling you the truth, they just 
want to make a reputation with 
you and get promotion. I 
like this way of doing it.’ 
WRITES LETTER 
“Now this man Blank has been 
in to see me: he is a fine man; his 
boy is a fine boy,” the Mayor con- 
tinued. “He is a etudent at Prince- 
ton. You understand me, he is 4 
student at Princeton. His father 
assures me that he never took 4 
drink in his life; now I believe him 
before I believe one of these de- 
tectives of yours. Now, you have 
arrested him, he will not be able 
to go back to Princeton; he is dis- 
graced for the rest of his life.

acabbed with dirt. They are like 
the black patches over the eyes 
of a biind man. Buliding fronts, 
too, are dally bathed in the dirt 
stirred up by the passing trains 
and look distempered and dour, 
as along Allen street on the Hast 
Side. The elevateds carry with 
them all the earmarks of the most 
abject poverty. They go hand in 
giove. It is the proper setting for 
the picture. It is no wonder that 
the*development any city longs to 
have fights shy of those regions 
poisoned by the pslevated. 


The elevated pillars, thrust up- 
ward in the street at intervals of 
twenty-five or thirty yards, hinder 
traffic movements seriously. They 
cut off one line of traffic on each 
side of the street and so make the 
streets seem narrow and cramped. 
Upper Sixth avenue now seems & 
full fifteen {eet wider with ite 
“L” gone. Driving along the street 


under the elevated is like driving 
through a forest—or an orchard, 
where the trees are in regular 
rows. It fs said-that the pillars 
under the Third-avenue “L” cause 
an average of one accident daily 
to vehicular traffic. Drivers, at- 
tempting to cut around the pillars, 
lose wheels, pedestrians, their 
vision obstructed by the pillars, 
dodge from behind them straight 
into the path of moving vehicies. 

It is advocated in some quar- 
ters that the pillars should be re- 
moved to the edge of the sidewalk. 
That is no solution at all, for, 
whereas the movement of traffic 
would be quickened, the ministra- 
tions of fire apparatus would be 
seriously handicapped. When a 
fire occurs in a building near the 
elevated bandhin train service must 
be su«pended and great care taker. 
that the elevated structure itself 
does not get afire. 

They say that elevated lines are 


cheaper. It is well fo know that 
economy does not always bring 
blessings.

HEARING SOUGHT 


British Chamber Brings Old 
Question Up Again 


Ask Review of Claims Against 
Confederate States 


Washington Aid Sought to 
Get Court Action 


(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED Press) | 


LONDON, April 22.—The Asso- 
clation of British Chambers of 
Commerce, at its annual meeting 
here today, adopted a resolution 
requesting the American govern- 
ment to assist In obtaining a hear- 
ing before the Supreme Court for 
British subjects having claims 
against eight of the Southern 
United States for moneys loaned 
prior to the,end of the Civil War. 

The resvlution states that “Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi and North 
and South Carolina defaulted on 
thelr debts for moneys lent for 


industrial purposes and for na- 
tional development.” The individ- 
uals cannot bring suit in the 


American courts against the States. 
it says, and therefore the Federa! 
government should assist them to 
get a hearing before the Supreme 
Court. 

The British Foreign Secretary is 
requested to ask the American 
Ambassador to call hire govern- 
ment’s attention to the matter. 

Sir James Martin, president of 
the London Chamber of Commerce, 
in moving the resolution, said it 
was roughly estimated that the 
eight States named owed $75,- 
000,000 to persons in England.

CHANGES URGED 


Bills Before Congress Include 
Many Amendments. 


Validity of Applications to 
Be Fixed Definitely 
Question of Dependency 
Also Settled 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN 
(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON, April 
There are now pending before 
Congress a number of interesting 
amendments to the World War Ad- 
justed Compensation Act. Most of 


the proposals emanate out of ex- 
pend nal situations which have 
arisen since’ the, passage of th 
original bill, and which cou 
scarcely have been anticipated. 

One of the greatest problems 
that has resulted from the Ad- 
justed Compensation Act is that of 
informal applications. Bath the 
War and Navy Departments have 
recelved many such applications. 
One veteran wrote “I hear you 
have some bonuses. If they are not 
all gone will you send me one? 
Under the original act it is pro- 
vided that after the receipt of a 
valid application the Secretary of 
War or the Secretary of the Navy 
shall transmit this to the Director 
of the Veterans’ Bureau for pay- 
ment. In many cages an impasse 
hes arisen between the War and 
Navy Departments and the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau as to just what 
constitutes a valid application. Al- 
though these departments have 
passed the application as valid, 
payment is held up because the 
Comptrolier-General advises the 
Veterans’ Bureau that in his opin- 
ton it is not. In such a case the 
only redress the veteran has is 
through the courts. 


APPLICATIONS 


Tt is explained that often ap- 
plications for adjusted compensa- 
tion are sent in on other than of- 
ficials forma, or they may not heve 
the veterans’ finger prints affixed. 
The War Department will consider 
that the veteran has filed a valid 
application, but will send it back 
requesting that it be completed. 
It is im such cases as these that 
the Comptroller hag refused to 
grant adjusted compensation. The 
pending amendments provide so 
conclusively that the validity of 
the application shall be decided by 
the War and Navy Departments 
that there can be no possibility of 
the payments being held up. 
These amendments also provide 
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that in cases of veterans’ dying be- 
fore filing applications. anything 
that is found among their effects 
which would indicate their inten- 
tion of filing such application, will 
be honored as valid. Also it may 
be sent in by anyone instead of 
by certain specified agents as is 
the case under the present act. 

Under the act as it now stands 
dependency had to exist at the time 
of the death of the veteran in or- 
der for parents te receive his ad- 
justed compensation. This has 
worked a hardship in many cases, 
since often a parent may have be- 
come dependent since the death 
of his son. When it is realised 
that the war has been over eight 
years, it can readily be seen that 
a parent who was in good health 
at that time may have become in- 
capacitated since. Also he may 
have been young and strong 
enough to do hard manual labor 
then. Eight years at the ages of 
55 and 60 make considerable dif- 
ference in the strength and vitality 
of a man. The new amendments 
provide that a presumption of de- 
pendency may be raised when the 


dependent rent is over 60 years 
of age. herefore, any depend- 
ent parent over 60 years of age 


may file an application for his 
son 6 adjusted compensation at any 
time before January 1, 1928. 


MORTALITY 
The Adjusted Compensation Act 
says that in cémputing the value 
of an adjusted service credit the 
American Experience Table of 
Mortality is to be used. During 
the war a nunmiber of old men who 
were on the retired list were re- 
called to active duty. When it be- 
came necessary to compute their 
adjusted service credits, it was 
found there was no method of 
doing #0 because the mortality 
table stopped at the age of 790.

BUCK PASSED 


Committee Votes to Report 
Trio of Bills 


Republican Leaders May Not 
Welcome Triplets 


Action Unprecedented in 
House History 
(RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, April 22..— 
Plans were laid today to have the 
farm relief question untangled on 
the floor of the House instead of 
in a committee room. 
Taking action said by parliamen- 
tarians to be unprecedented in the 
history of the House, the Agricul- 
ture Committee voted to report 
three measures—the Haugen, Tin- 
cher and Curtis-Aswell bills. There 
were irdications, however.

The Republican Steering Com- 
mittee, meeting while the Aari- 
culture Committee was in executive 


session, decided. with the adminis- 


tration-backed Tincher bill in mind, 
to give farm relief a definite place 
on the legislative program. Later, 
leaders said there was no disposi- 
tion to insist on calling up the 
Tincher bill first if the Agriculture 
Committee desires to give the Hau- 
gen bill the right of way, as Chair- 
man Haugen declared it would. 


AUTHORIZATION EXTENDED 


The committee previously had 
decided to permit reports on the 
Haugen bill to carry out the corn- 
belt plan for agricultural financing 
through an equalization fee on cer- 


cher measure,- embodying Secre- 
tary Jardine’s idea of a revolving 
fund for loans to farmers’ co-oper- 
ative associations. 

Today the authorization was es- 
tended to the Curtis-Aswell bill. 

This measure would set up an 
inter-State farm marketing aasocia- 
tion, chosen by the farmers. and 


which, through a national co-op- 
erative system, would market each 
commodity. The farmers would 
finance the plan, and there would 
be no government control. 

. The committee voted unani- 
mously to include the Curtis-Aswell 
bill. Democratic members have 
voted against reporting the Haugen 
and Tincher bills, opposing the 
policy of sending more than one 
bill out of the committee. 

With the Republican majority on 
fhe committee standing firm tin 
the intention to include both, 
Representative Aswell of Louisiana, 
the ranking Democrat, brought up 
his measure and found no opposi- 
tion. There was no Vote on the 
merits of any of the bills. This 
will be left to the House. 


MIGHT ADMIT OTHERS 

Members of the committee sald 
it was understood the Haugen bill 
would be called up on the floor 
under a rule permitting the other 
two measures to be presented as 
substitutes. This would allow a vote 
on all three. 

In the opinion of members, ft 
also might open the door for any 
other of the score of pending farm- 
relief bills to be offered by way 
of amendment. Republican leaders 
of the House, however, pointed 
out that the committee had not 
yet obtained the promise of a rule 
for such procedure, and is not like- 
ly to get ft with the present in- 
volved program. 

The committee plans to attempt 
to gain the floor by May 3 at the 
latest. It is estimated than debate 
will last a week.

MILK NOT THE BEST FOOD? 

Mrs. D. heard a health talk over 
the radio in which the speaker 
gaid that milk is not the best food, 
as it contains no iron. It has been 
her experience, evidently, that milk 
is the best food. and she fears that 
the radio talk will do a iot of 


harm. 
I¢ the lecturer was a scientific 
man he probably said that milk 


was not a perfect food, rather than 
that ft was not the best food. 
There is no one food that ls whol- 
ly complete in itself, but milk 
comes nearer to being that than 
any other food. This is shown by 
the fact that the young of all 
mammals are sustained wholly by 
milk for a considerable period of 
time; so if any food is the best 
food, milk will qualify. 

It ie true that there its not a 
high percentage of iron in milk, 
but ite tron is of very superior qual- 
ity, poesibly because of the high 
concentration of calcium associat- 
ed with it, for calcium is known to 
have a reguiatory action on other 
mineral salts, making them more 
effective. The protein of milk is 
the highest and most valuable pro- 
tein there te—what we know as 
hiologically complete; that is, it 
has all the “building etones’’ for 
tissue In it. Ite calcium is so 
high that those who take only one 
giaseful of milk a day can be ae- 
sured of a factor of safety in their

calcium intake. Without milk, the 
ordinary diets are usually deficient 
in calcium. Milk is high im 
growth and repair vitamins also. 
And its sugar and cream are easily 
digested and are good energy foods. 

Children should have eat least 
three glasses of milk dally, and 
better a quart (more, if undernour- 
ished.) and adults should have « 
pint. Many profit by taking more. 
If too much milk is given to chil- 
dren, they sometimes will not eat 
enough solid foods. and this ts det- 
rimental, so sOmetimes we have to 
advise taking away some of the 


milk when too much is given. 
There are a few food dist s— 
you never find scientifie people 


among them—who claim that milk 
is an abnormal] food after the 
weaning period. 
intended it for calves! 
abnormal! food, it's a mighty good 
thing to take this abnormal food. 
then. Milk is not an abnormal food 
any more than ie any other food. 
If we use that line of reasoning. 
wheat, for instance, was intended 
by nature for seeds to make more 
wheat. 

The amount of milk IT have 
gested, in some form—soups, cus- 
tards, sauces, cheeses—should be 
taken every day. The caloric value 
is 160 calories to the glassful (eight 
ounces) of whole milk. and half of 
that for the skim or buttermilk. 
Those who feel that ordinary milk 
ia indigestible for themi,.can take 
buttermilk or take some whole 
milk In the form of drinks such 
as milk-shakes, egg-nogs, etc.
